Cambridge, Eng.— (Special)— The 
Consequence of , a third world war 
are preferable to subjection ' to 
communism, the Cambridge Union 
Society has decided in ita first de- 
bate of the second term here. 

By a vole of 342 to 244,Jhe fol- 
lowing motion was defeated: "That 
this House prefers subjection to 
communism to the consequences of 
a third world war." 
. The*' Uhlbii will shortly debate on 
the motion that "This House regretj 
the total absence of aimilar in- 
stitutions In other universities." 

Later motions, according to the 
Union President, will call for big- 
ger and belter bonfires of econ- 
omic controls, maintain that the 
profit motive is vital to industry, 
■nd assert every confidence in the 
British F,ress.

This year, an appeal is being 
made for volunteer social workers 
to help the underprivileged young- 
sters of the bomb shattered East 
End of London. Only men volun- 
teers, over eighteen and physically 
fit, art:, required.. They must be 
ready to' do witjiout sports ççiuip- 
meht, to îiri'prôvlsc.'an'd.bc' resource- 
ful: No denomlnaliohal barriers 
oxist except that à' volunteer Is 
expected to have definite Christian 
or Jewish convictions. 

Volunteers are asisigned before 
arrival to one or otl^er of the Lon- 
don Boys Clubs, wherever the lieed 
is greatest. They arc expected tu 
have .hitlalive, a sense of humor, 
and a rcadinpss to lead the life 
of the East End youngster for six 
weeks. An essential feature of 
the scheme is that it shall be volun- 
teer, not paid work. . Each volun 
leer is expected to raise as much of 
the $600 for return fare, boar,d 
lodging, and travel as possible.

Moral Décision 



Principles Should Be Our Guide 
MacLennan Tells Philosophers 



When making a moral decision 
each individual must be guided by 
wiiat he thinks is the better thing 
to do under ' the circumstances. 
Professor MacLennan told a meet- 
ing of the Philosophical Society 
held last night in Divinity Hall. 

He used the example of a moun- 
tain climber who was forced to 
make'u moral decision involving 
possible self sacrifice in order to 
aischarsc^,his moral , duty toward 
p less experienced comrade. ' " - 

The best thing to do In any situ- 
ation Is to combine an evaluation 
of the situation with moral princi- 
ples. This combination, which we 
call Insight, enables us to make the 
proper moral Judgments and de- 
cisions. 

Often in everyday life we are 
faced with a situation which does 
not involve moral decision, such as 
v/hether to take a street car or. to 
walk. However certain occaslonis 
do arise in which we have to 'make 
a decision which will mould our 
moral character. Often we would 
like to interfere in the personal

blems. It would be a trngic thini: if Canada 
^^werc to allow itself to pet into tho iniiss cnr- 
•rtntly hcinp witncs-scfl in the L'nilrd Slates.' 
- After .Innc of tlii^ year .\niprican iinivcifitics 
^TVill feel the full brunt of the draft. Many of 
*>the universities will lose l^rge numbers of 
"■their.inalc iindcrgraduatc sliidcnts. 

In Canada the problem is not so close. ^Ir. 
St. Laurent ha? stated in the House of Coin- 
inons that Canada will not have consciiption 
''at this time." He stressed the "at this time" 
part of it. 

■ But with the West becoming a vast arsenal 
it \vill probably be only a matter of time be- 
iie somc sort of progrant of selective service, 
•itii or without a program of conscription, 
'will hrcoinc necessary. 

; It is not too early for the Canadian Gov- 
'^prnment to lay down a concrete and definite 
rvjplan tow'anU the day when conscription or 
^èéleciivc service, or both, will be .ncccs.«aiy. 
7,ii the need is not with its today, then it would 
7 be wise to use the liiiie to work'oîit a iiaieful 
i-and intelligent pidjjiam which will make full 
^viisc of the available manjiower in the couniiy 
yi'ilhoul waste and williritit a disregard for-the 
future. . 

The Toronto Globe and Mail has pointed 



out three areas in which such a program must 
be very carefully 'planned: when dealing with 
the farming^ comnninily of Canada, with the 
professinnarworkers and tvitli the universities. 

No one who i.« fomi of his freedom is pnrli- 
eulai ly happy al)ont I bo thinight of conscrip- 
tiim or selective service. .Such regimentation 
docs not sit well with a lieinocratie society. 

When cniidilious diclatc that such moves 
arc necessary liowcver, we nuisl deuïand that 
they be eariicd out with intelligence, vision 
ami with a regaril for the needs of the com- 
munity both today, and tomorrow. This is 
jjartieularly true of the tinivcrsities, charçcd 
with the training nf minds capable of taking 
on many of the major responsibilities of the 
mition ii) all fields of endeavour. 

Aw'are (hat the issues facing the word and 
our society arc altiiost incomprehensible, and 
that oiir response to the challenges which have 
been flug at us will be measured in terms of 
survival, the student-citizens of Canada can 
be counted upon to wage war,'' hot or cold, to 
the utmost nf their abilities. 
. We ask only three things: (1) that the Gov- 
ernment of Canada plan now it.s program nf 
selective service and conscription; (2) Thai 
such a plan keep in mind the responsibilities 
nf the various institutions and areas of work 
upon which the coiintiy depends for the 
future; and (il) that the planning be done in 
such a way as to ensme that we will lake 
care not only nf the immediate prol)leMis, l)nt 
will give ntnselve.s a chance In lake care nf 
those thai lie in a dim. unccrlnin future.
